POPULATION 

There  was  an  excess  of  emigration  over  immigration  of  1,120.  The  mid-year 
population  is  estimated  at  41,149. 


BIRTHS 

There  were  701  live  births,  375  males  and  326  females,  a  rate  of  17.03  per  thousand. 
Still  births  numbered  17,  a  rate  of  24.2  per  thousand  live  births.  Illegitimate  births 
were  37,  a  percentage  of  5.2  of  total  live  births.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  was  one  death  classed  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth  giving  a  rate  of  1.4  per 
thousand  live  births.  Under  the  Midwives  Ordinance  of  1950  medical  aid  was  sought 
in  143  cases. 

Fees  paid  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  under  this  Ordinance  amounted  to 
£306  1 6s.  6d. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

There  were  14  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  giving  a  rate  of  19.9  per  thousand 
live  births.  10  of  these  were  under  one  month,  giving  a  Neo-Natal  death  rate  of 
14.2  per  thousand  live  births. 


MARRIAGES 

There  were  346  marriages  in  the  year,  a  rate  of  8  per  thousand. 


CANCER 

There  were  68  deaths  from  Cancer,  39  males  and  29  females,  giving  a  rate  of 
1.6  per  thousand,  n  deaths  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  lung. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  6  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2  deaths  from  other 


forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  rate  was  0.19  per  thousand.

Extensive  Tuberculin  Testing  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  all 
1,393  Tuberculin  Tests  have  been  performed.  The  bulk  of  this  work  has  been  done 
at  School  Medical  Inspections  and  at  the  Bi-weekly  School  Clinics.

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Chest  X-ray  was  undertaken  in  the  case  of  each  Positive  Reactor.  When  a 
school  entrant  i.e.  age  5  years,  is  found  to  react  to  Tuberculin,  chest  X-ray  is  offered 
to  the  entire  family  since  it  is  likely  that  in  this  case  exposure  to  the  Tubercle 
Bacillus  occurred  in  the  home. 

BCG  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  has  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  been 
extended  to  children  who  are  about  to  attain  the  school  leaving  age.  The  response 
to  this  extension  in  policy  has  been  very  high,  the  acceptance  rate  being  70%. 

Mass  X-ray  of  the  employees  of  large  firms  was  started  in  June.  This  was  made 
possible  by  the  installation  of  the  Odelca  Camera  Unit  at  the  Princess  Elizabeth 
Hospital.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1,920  films  had  been  taken.

639  children  were  inoculated  against  Diphtheria  and  260 

were  re-inoculated. 

Seven  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  occurred  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February.  All  of  these  cases  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  14  years.  The 
cases  were  not  confined  to  any  particular  area.  A  very  large  number  of  samples 
of  food  stuffs,  water  and  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  but  were, 
in  every  case,  found  to  be  wholesome, 
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A  further  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  in  an  elderly  patient  occurred  in  July 
and  in  this  case  infection  was  traced  to  a  carrier  of  the  disease  who  has  been 
identified. 

This  carrier  has,  since  that  time,  been  kept  under  observation,  This  person’s 
employment  is  such  that  no  further  danger  to  the  public  health  can  be  expected 
from  this  source. 

It  is  significant  that  the  Phage  Type  of  the  causative  organism  i.e.  Salmonella 
Paratyphosus  B.  Type  3a,  in  this  case  is  identical  with  that  which  was  responsible 
for  the  outbreak  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  in  January  and  February. 

No  deaths  occurred.

Blood  Transfusion  Service  and  Blood  Grouping 

The  total  number  of  tests  made  was  1,965,  an  increase  of  31%  on  last  year’s 
figure.  It  is  13.7%  of  our  total  work.  The  Blood  Transfusion  Service  has  completed 
its  first  full  year’s  operation.  255  blood  donors  attended  this  department  where 
complete  facilities  are  provided  for  the  blood  donations.  The  provision  of  suitable 
blood  containers  with  special  pilot  bottle  attachments  has  been  adopted.  The  accept¬ 
ance  of  new  volunteers  and  their  correct  blood  grouping  category  and  registration 
is  also  part  of  this  service.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  every  emergency  has  been 
completed  with  expediency  and  success. 
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General  Summary 


The  total  number  of  tests  for  1956  was  14,112.  This  is  an  increase  ol  1,773  or 
14.3%  above  the  record  figure  of  last  year,  which  was  12,339.  The  increase  in 
preparatory  work  was  considerable  and  necessitated  engaging  another  laboratory 
assistant  in  June,  thereby  allowing  the  qualified  technical  staff  more  time  to  absorb 
the  increased  work.  At  times,  however,  some  voluntary  overtime  was  unavoidable, 
■especially  during  the  summer  months.  In  previous  annual  reports  a  complete  list 
showing  the  total  number  and  descriptions  of  every  test  has  been  submitted.  It  is 
considered  that  this  supplement,  which  is  increasing  every  year,  is  a  statistical  supple¬ 
ment  of  considerable  value  to  the  department  but  too  technical  to  be  of  general 
interest.  It  will  continue  to  be  recorded  and  kept  in  the  department,  but  will  not 
form  part  of  the  annual  report. 

In  conclusion  it  was  also  found  possible  to  adopt  eleven  new  tests  during  the 
year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  T^IE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER,  1956 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  Island  together  with  those  of  Alderney  and  Herm  Island  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1956. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  throughout  the  year  although  not  without  various 
obstacles  and  hindrances  chiefly  in  repairs  to  old  houses  which  cannot  easily  be 
brought  up  to  reasonably  modern  standards  and  which  too  often  are  life-enjoyment 
properties  and  as  such  are  not  covered  by  legislation. 

The  housing  survey  which  was  initiated  during  the  year  by  the  States  Housing 
Authority  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  Port  has  been  most  helpful  in  revealing  many 
defective  properties  of  which  we  were  previously  unaware. 

Milk  and  water  supplies  generally  have  been  satisfactory  but  there  are  still 
a  number  of  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  island  without  a  piped  water  supply. 
Milk  quality  has  been  good  and  the  monthly  averages  of  fat  and  solids  not  fat 
have  been  well  maintained.  The  lowest  monthly  fat  content  was  4.5%  the  highest 
4.9%;  the  lowest  solids  not  fat  9.01%  the  highest  9.34%. 

As  in  other  years  the  inspection  of  food  and  its  preparation  has  taken  up  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  throughout  the  year  and  frequent  visits  to  retail  and 
wholesale  shops  form  a  very  essential  part  of  our  routine  work.  Condemned  food 
has,  as  in  other  years,  been  destroyed  and  disposed  of  some  miles  out  at  sea.  Raw 
and  cooked  meats  are  packed  in  sacks,  weighted  and  sunk.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Tipping  has  continued  at  La  Garenne  during  the  year  and  very  little  pumping 
has  been  necessary.  Rat  infestation  has  occurred  and  pre-baiting  and  baiting  have 
been  carried  out  regularly.  Gassing,  too,  has  been  carried  out  successfully  in  all 
accessible  parts  of  the  tip.  Several  small  unofficial  rubbish  dumps  have  been 
discovered  in  the  country  parishes  and  these  have  been  brought  under  control  and 
filled  in  with  the  co-operation  of  the  parish  constables.  Seventy  eight  inspections 
were  made.
